Who’s the boss? 


Anew documentary from Naomi Klein and 
Avi Lewis explores expropriated factories 


WHEN THE FORJA AUTO PLANT IN SUBUR- 
ban Buenos Aires closed down after 
Argentina went bankrupt in 
December 2001, even the pigeons 
deserted the factory. “There were 
always so many pigeons in here,” 
says a tearful laid-off worker named 
Freddy as he revisits the factory with 
his old colleagues two years after 
they lost their jobs. This incursion 
into the defunct factory is the first 
step in the workers’ “Take—taking, 
back the company—and also the 
most poignant moment of The Take, 
Avi Lewis and Naomi Klein’s docu- 
mentary about the National 
Movement of Recovered Companies 
(MNER) in Argentina. A year later, 
Freddy and his buddies at Forja 
would be back on the shop floor, 
forging parts again—their bosses 
nowhere to be seen. 

Klein, the author of No Logo, the 
bible of the Seattle-Genoa global jus- 
tice movement, and Lewis, host of 
the TV show Counterspin, made The 
Take in response to their opponents’ 
persistent question: “We know what 
you're against, but what are you 
for?” When they heard about work- 
er-run factories in Argentina filling 
the vacuum left by corrupt man- 
agers, the husband-wife team found 
something concrete that they were 
for: democracy in the work place. 

Expropriated companies (the legal 
term for businesses that are stolen, 


or stolen back by the workers) nearly 
always become more productive 
than they were under the old man- 
agers. The Zanon ceramics factory in 
the southern city of Neuquen now 
produces more tiles and employs 
more people than it did under the 
old management structure. 
Brukman, a garment factory in 
downtown Buenos Aires, fought off 
eviction, paid overdue gas and elec- 
tricity bills and resumed production 
even though they couldn't legally 
issue receipts for the suits they 
made. According to the solidarity 
group Workers Without Bosses— 
who are making an appeal on behalf 
of the Brukman seamstresses for 
machine parts and instruction man- 
uals—there are now about 200 
worker-run factories in Argentina, 
employing around 10,000 people. 

“The movement isn’t exploding, 
but it is undergoing stable growth,” 
Lewis said in a Q&A after a screen- 
ing of The Take in New York, where 
it had an initial run last week. 
“There were halcyon visions of a 
shadow economy developing. But 
it’s not an alternative economy, and 
it’s not necessarily how we should 
proceed in this country. It’s not a 
one-size-fits-all solution.” 

So instead of propagating a facto- 
ry-takeover system, the documen- 
tary focuses on small, usually emo- 
tive details of the workers’ struggles. 


We see Forja workers doing tar- 
get practice with slingshots 
and marbles in preparation 
for a forced eviction; the 
women of Brukman—with 
the whole community 
behind them—repelled by 
teargas and water can- 
nons when they try to 
force their way back c 
into the factory; and lots 
of moody shots of 
derelict buildings. 


QUESTIONS THAT 
NEED ANSWERING... 

Because Klein and Lewis 
focused on the human-interest 
approach, a lot of details are 
frustratingly absent: Did the 
workers have to raise capital 
to restart their machines? 
How exactly do worker-run 
companies gather the expertise to 
start trading? Was there any hint of 
Animal Farm-type power-grabs in 
the nascent worker collectives? 
Perhaps the biggest unanswered 
question though is exactly how the 
Forja workers, and others, secured 
legal expropriation of their facto- 
ries—the most important part of a 
take. The movie doesn’t show how 
the workers afforded lawyers, and 
under what precedent—if any—they 
made their case for expropriation. 
But we do see the Forja workers 
weeping when the decision finally 
goes their way on appeal. 

This focus is deliberate, Klein told 
me in an interview. “We didn’t want 
to make a lecture. A film should 
grab people emotionally and from 
there get them to read a dissertation 
on bankruptcy law,” Klein said. “We 
aren't constitutionally capable of 


orga lees 


writing a manifesto. Even if I could 
write one, I really don’t think I'd 
want to. I’m not hungering for ideol- 
ogy.” ; 

A polemic may not have been 
appropriate since workers at Forja, 
Zanon and Brukman reclaimed their 
factories more through pragmatism 
than ideology: without social securi- 
ty and jobs in Argentina, what else 
was there to do? When Freddy 
attends an MNER meeting for the 
first time, there is a vague sense of 
something potentially radical going 
on in Argentina. But he doesn’t 
make a speech about workers of the 
world uniting; he tells everyone how 
hard it has been supporting his fami- 
ly since he was laid off (again, weep- 
ing). 
Unlike worker-run factories in the 
old communist states, worker self- 
management in Argentina is starting

from the bottom up, Klein said, and 
this is what interests her about the 
movement. Still, the movie's appar- 
ent phobia of ideology—the word 
“Marxism” is never uttered, but 
there is a glib aside from Lewis: 
“Think Russia, think Cuba”—actual- 
ly saps power from the narrative. 
Without a historical framework or a 
real political punch, we're left with a 
rather sentimental and suprisingly 
timid account, devoid of policy 
detail. A folk song on film. 

A general phobia of ideology 
might hobble the MNER too.“They 
seem to lack political clout, and nei- 
ther Nestor Kirchner nor Carlos 
Menem had anything good to say 
about worker-run factories in the

When management 
announced the closure of the Alcan 
aluminum smelter in Quebec in 
January this year, workers occupied 
the factory and ran it themselves for 
two weeks (exceeding normal levels of 
production).

THE REIGN OF THE EYE AS THE PRIMARY 
organ of artistic appreciation has come 
to an end at the Edmonton Art 
Gallery—at least for now. The ears, 
nose and hands—long since neglected 
by the art community—will now have 
their chance to take in a trio of contem- 
porary exhibits. 

The showpiece of this sensory event 
is an audio installation by internation- 
ally acclaimed Alberta artist Janet 
Cardiff. On loan from the National 
Gallery of Canada, “Forty-Part Motet” 
is based ona choral piece written by 
Thomas Tallis in 1575 for Queen 
Elizabeth L. Cardiff commissioned the 
Salisbury Choir to perform the work as 
40 separately recorded voices. The 
“solos” are played through 40 separate 
speakers arranged around the room. 
From the centre, the listener can hear 
the choir as it would sound from the 
seat of an auditorium; even more fun is 
to make a loop of the room, taking in 


each individual speaker and appreciat- 
ing the interplay of sound and silencg, 
to forma whole. Cardiffs exhibition 
notes aptly describe the sensation as 
“climbing into the music.” 

Inspired by a 15th century Spanish 
tapestry depicting the Legend of the 
Holy Cross, Vancouver artist Kristina 
Kudryk creates an imaginative land- 
scape spanning four walls. “A Room 
Witha View” is completely white, so 
the artist relies on layered materials 
and resulting shadows to weave her 
three-dimensional tale. 

Canadian artists Millie Chen, Karilee 
Fuglem, Germaine Koh, and Claire 
Savoie come together to create the 
exhibit Sense. Thick bunches of euca- 
lyptus form baseboards along the 
perimeter of the room. Chen juxta- 
posed the cool, astringent scent of 
eucalyptus with a recurring sound pat- 
tern. A few disconcerting notes from 
J.S. Bach's Goldberg Variations are 
repeated ad nauseum under a sooth- 
ing tremor of deep disembodied 
breaths. 

Karilee Fuglem showed two pieces 
together. “Nothing Between”, a series 
of dimly lit wall protrusions, invites the 
audience to run its hands along the 
warm, bumpy surface—meant to rep- 
resent the human body. “Secret 
Visibility”, a streak of individually 
placed acetate pieces, moves with the 
air current of the room to reflect shim-

mers of light from its hundreds of iri- 
descent surfaces. 

Safety glasses are required to visit 
Germaine Koh’s “2000” due to the tiny 
ball bearings that drop from pipes on 
the ceiling and gather in pools on the 
carpet. A noisy contraption at the north 
end of the room sucks up the metal 
balls and escorts them, elevator style, to 
the pipes where they are precipitated 
randomly again. 

Sense's chief eye candy, “Une date, le 
nom d'un lieu et ’heur d’un ren- 
dezvous,” better know as “the bubble 
room,” is a creation by Montreal artist 
Claire Savoie. It’s a cylindrical white 
space, lit by pure white lights and 
echoing with the sound of a man and 
woman counting. A hole in the wall 
pumps a litany of soap bubbles into 
the cornerless space. 

Not having to rely exclusively on 
sight makes the tough job of interpreta- 
tion a little less fuzzy. Interactivity and 
the use of the whole person to experi- 
ence the art make this a show that will 
strike a chord with serious and first- 
time art goers alike.

DON'T KNOW A THING ABOUT THE 
Motorcycle Diaries? 

Maybe keep it that way... until 
you can get toa theatre to see this 
new film by Walter Salles (who 
directed 1998's luminous and heart- 
breaking Central Station). 

All you absolutely need to know 
is that, though imperfect, this a fine 
movie—part eye-delighting travel- 
ogue, part inspiring biopic, part 
caustic critique—detailing an 8000- 
mile journey from Buenos Aires to 
Peru, initially via 1939 Norton 500 
motorcycle, by two Argentineans in 
1952. 

The story of an intellect in devel- 
opment can perhaps be experienced 
more faithfully and/or objectively 
if, like that developing spirit, you 
don’t know the endpoint. The trav- 
eler doesn’t know the destination: 
why the hell should you? So if 
you're the trusting sort, off you go: 
see the film. We'll meet up again 
later, perhaps. 

As Emesto (Y Tu Mama Tambien’s 
Gael Garcia Bernal) and Alberto 
(Rodrigo de la Serna) set off on their 
overloaded and sputtering “Mighty 
One,” wobbling precariously down 
the streets of Buenos Aires, a faint, 
unpleasant odour of Buddy wafts, 
through the theatre. You smell it in 
the cuteness, in the adorably deri- 
sive exchanges between the decent, 
football-playing asthmatic and the 
slightly older rake. It seems like cin- 
ematic shorthand that threatens 
impending greater shorthand, with 
mawkishness ready to come into the 
game from the sidelines. 

But Emesto and Alberto tran- 
scend the Buddymeme. Their diver- 
gent identities become even more 
deeply entrenched—Emesto is the 
romantic who won't part, no matter

how dire the circumstance, with the 
greenbacks his blueblood girlfriend 
gave him to buy her a bathing suit, 
whereas Alberto would likely use 
his girlfriend’s money to rent a 
date—but their mutual conflict and 
compassion is authentic, palpable. 

So, too, is the gradual and there- 
fore believable translation of the 
environment, of their circumstances 
and of their worldviews: they begin 

-their journey in high spirits on coun- 
try roads, encounter deflation (emo- 
tional and pneumatic) in the moun- 
tains, suffer several rude awaken- 
ings among working people, before 
achieving a peak of altitude and 
socio-cultural clarity in Peru. 

The shifts in tone, treatment and 
mood are not without peril, howev- 
er. Sometimes the action seems to 
slip into another realm completely. 
At one point in particular, Salles’ 
decision to have the actors impro- 
vise with the locals gives the film a 
turn into a mini-documentary, 
knocking you out of the moment. 
But only for a moment. 

As the terrain become more glori- 
ously gorgeous and otherworldly 
(compared to this part of the world, 
anyhow), the more evidently egre- 
gious are the offences of commerce 
and power against the locals, and 


the more forcefully the aptly named 
Ernesto embraces an idea and the 
attendant commitment. Bernal is 
such a splendidly attractive human 
being, both in physiognomy and— 
as he plays Ernesto—in bearing, that 
you're inclined to identify with him, 
no matter how ruthlessly objective 
you're inclined to be. And Salles is 
careful not to lard up moments of 
epiphany or emotion with 
overblown portent or dripping emo- 
tion. 

So if only at the movie’s end do 
you realize that Ernesto is the cele- 
brated revolutionary Che Guevara, 
one of the few truly iconic figures of 
the last 50 years, and that the story 
was assembled from the memoirs of 
Guevara and his companion 
Alberto Grando, you're ready to 
accept this story as the transforma- 
tion of a romantic into an idealist, 
and you accept it unhindered by the 
shorthand that attends icons and by 
the distaste we're fed for certain 
Kinds of idealists. You find yourself 
asking the usual questions about the 
conjunction of history and film— 
Was it really like this? Was he really 
like this?—but Salles’ skill and your 
better nature leads you to hope it 
was and that he was.

THE OPENING OF LADDER 49 IS PERILOUS, 
but it’s not just the towering inferno 
that threatens to engulf the brave 
men of the Baltimore fire depart- 
ment. No, there’s a more painful 
burn in store for the hapless viewer, 
who must endure five-alarm fire- 
fighter movie clichés, flute music 
possibly left over from Titanic, and 
bad lines like “I’m too old for this 
shit’”—proclaimed not once, but 
twice in the film. 

The grossly contrived collection of 
soap opera clichés that is the plot 
concerns firefighter Jack Morrison 
(joaquin Phoenix) and his comrades 
of Ladder 49 fire hall. They’te really 
more of a boys’ club, with constant 
pranks, boozin’ at the local pub 
(rish, naturally), pickin’ up chicks, 
and gettin’ the job done when the 
alarm goes off. It's heroic posturing 
with the character depth of a 
Budweiser commercial. 

The story begins with Jack becom- 
ing trapped and injured in a burning 
building. While coworkers, led by 
lovable head honcho Mike Kennedy 
(ohn Travolta), try to rescue him, ; 






the past 14 years or so of his life 
unfold in a series of flashbacks. 

Rookie Jack is initiated into fire- 
man culture and quickly gets 
absorbed into the brotherhood, 
which includes a bunch of two- 
dimensional characters sketched out 
by actors including Robert Patrick, 
Morris Chestnut, and Bathazar 
Getty. 

There's also Linda (Jacinda 
Barrett), the perfunctory love inter- 
est, who sees something in Jack the 
audience certainly doesn’t. Phoenix 
portrays the hero as an uninteresting 
Neanderthal who never looks like 
he’s thinking about anything more 
intense than how much he likes 
sandwiches or shiny rocks. It’s even- 
tually revealed that Jack chose the 
dangerous life of a fireman because 
he—ho-hum—likes helping people. 

The formulaic plot plods along 
with a drunken wedding, losing a 
good man on the job, drinking to 
numb the pain, family squabbles 
about duty versus safety, heart-to- 
hearts over what it means to be a 
fireman, etc. This male melodrama 
is broken up with the usual action 
scenes of children carried through 
walls of flame, daring rescues at 
great heights, equipment malfunc- 
tions, blocked escape routes, etc. 

It wouldn’t be much of a firefight 
er movie without all that stuff, and 
admittedly much of it is pretty excit- 


ing, but it plays out as if screen- 
writer Lewis Colick (Bulletproof, 
October Sky) wrote the scenes for Jay 
Russell (Tuck Everlasting, My Dog 
Skip) so the director could fulfill the 
some sort of firefighter movie check- 
list. 

Russell's direction is average at 
best and baffling at worst, as in one 
scene where Jack’s search fora 
trapped babysitter turns into this 
weird horror movie moment where 
it’s like he’s attacked by a Christmas 
tree. Seriously. 

Aside from some stunning fire 
photography, which pales in com- 
parison to that of Backdraft, Ladder 49 
feels like a mediocre network TV 
series condensed into a two-hour 
movie where none of the characters 
age a day despite the timeline, and 
they all party together, presumably 
leaving the fire hall to run itself. 

The worst part, though, is the 
soundtrack. Crappy James Horner- 
style strings and the aforementioned 
Titanic-style flute flittering join over- 
ly dramatic orchestral strings and 
some truly hideous acoustic songs, 
including a new one by Robbie 
Robertson.

Fringe. It was his first attempt at pro- 
ducing—and became the benchmark 
of a career which encompasses film, 
television and theatre. “T totally see 
the evolution of my career, It’s linked 
to that Fringe in '98 when I decided I 
wanted to put ona show, a really 
strange piece that no one else has 
ever done. That seems to be my 
plight, my situation as an artist. I’m 
not someone who usually goes out to 
auditions and tries for roles. I’m 
someone who gets projects happen- 
ing. I enjoy that, Ima creator.” 


EDMONTON GOT THERE FIRST 

That drive to create made his 1998 
production the English Language 
World Premiere. The Black Rider had 
enjoyed considerable success in its 


German incarnation, but producers 
were leery of mounting a proper 
English production. The production 
at A Clockwork Fringe boldly tread 
the path New York and London 
balked at. When Wilson mounted it 
in English at London’s Barbican 
Theatre, Scholar was forced to move 
in and steal his thunder “They billed 
it as the English World Premiere. But 
we wrote to them and they changed 
their press releases and advertising. 
The same thing happened with ACT 
in San Francisco.” The London aned 
San Francisco productions almost 
spelled the end of the line for 
November Theatre. 

“It was even harder [to get the 
rights] this time, actually. But we 
have the stamp of approval from the 
Waitses. That's what gave us the 
support to do it again. In ‘98,99, 
2000, it was as simple as asking for 
permission. This time it was ‘No, we

don’t want anyone else to do it while 
we're doing the big production.’ So 
we sent a video downto the Waitses 
for their approval, and'l got this 
phone call a week later from 
Kathleen Brennan who's Tom 
Waits’s writing partner [and wife] 
and we talked for an hour about how 
much she loved the production, how 
amazing they thought it was, how 
we captured the essence of what they 
wanted, and what they thought the 
piece was about— ‘Whatever you 
need, just let us know.’ They negoti- 
ated smaller rights for us, and I even 
gota letter of recommendation from 
Tom Waits himself that we attached 
to all our grant applications! It’s a pat 
on the back from my icon, my idol, 
and the creator of this piece. It was 
one of the best days of my life.” 


BETWEEN NEW YORK AND BERLIN 

The piece itself is a dark fable 
based ona traditional German folk 
tale that formed the basis of Carl 
Maria von Weber's romantic opera 
Der Freischiitz. That opera was given 
a happy ending. Enter Wilson, 
Burroughs and Waits, who restored 
the tragic ending and centered the 
story around Wilhelm, an intellectual 
young clerk who must learn to hunt 
in order to marry his true love, a 
woodsman’s daughter. He strikes a 
deal with the devil for magic bullets 
that never miss their mark. 

The Black Rider is an odd amalgam 
of the North American musical and 
European music theatre. Within the 
expressionist world are flashes of 
Weimar cabaret and opera coupled 
with tunes one can whistle on the 
way out of the theatre. “It’s not the 
heightened operatic feel of Der 
Freischiitz and it’s not Dames at Sea. 
It’s something that lives in the mid- 
dle of the Atlantic; between New 
York and Berlin falls The Black 
Rider.” The recipe is irresistible . 
according to Scholar, The Edmonton 
production was highly successful in 
1998, 1999, and 2000 while audiences 
flocked to see it in London and San 
Francisco.

The Prairie Tour is proving to be 
anything but routine. It kicked off in 
Winnipeg with the Alberta Ballet 
Company’s first ever performance in 
the Royal Ballet city in its 38 year 
history, bringing the premiere of 
Grand-Maitre’s reinvention of 
Dangerous Liasons—not your typical 
narrative ballet fare. 

“Story ballets usually have a 
Hollywood ending, but Dangerous 
Liasons is a dark story, with a cynical 
plot line,” says the choreographer. 
“It’s not about a pirate finding his 
princess.” 

Opening night in Winnipeg was 
particularly nerve-wracking for 
Grand-Maitre. He recounts that even 
though he was sitting in the audi- 
ence, he couldn't feel the audience 
reaction. “Am I boring people?” he 
wondered, “Are the Winnipeggers 
just being quiet to be polite? Or are 
they enthralled?” 

“At intermission I really thought I 
had a bomb,” he laughs. “I kept 
thinking, what am I gonna say to my 
dancers backstage.” 

Grand-Maitre didn’t fully realize 
he had a hit on his hands until the 
Winnipeg audience eruption of 
appreciation at the curtain call. 
“Arnold Spohr (former Royal 
Winnipeg Ballet Artistic Director) 
said, ‘We came though like a torna- 
do’—a good tornado, I guess.” he 
laughs. 

Based on Choderlos de Laclos’ 
18th Century novel and the 1988 
blockbuster motion picture starring 














Tom Woods’ Big Daddy. In Woods’ 
hands, he’s a gleeful vulgarian, as 
earthy and rich as the Mississippi 
soil, which made him rich, fearlessly 
sensitive, fiercely loving of Brick, 
contemptuous of pretence. Woods 
brings a self awareness to the 
Shoctor and raises his moments on 
stage to truly compelling human 
drama.

John Malkovich and Glenn Close, 
Dangerous Liasons is about lust, 
seduction, and “uncontrollable sexu- 
al desire transformed into dangerous 
weapons of power and psychologi- 
cal warfare.” 

This is Grand-Maitre's second 
turn with the material, having origi- 
nally created the ballet for the 
National Norwegian Ballet in 1999. 
This time he began again from 
scratch, inspired by the artistry of his 
Alberta Ballet dancers to run with 
“new movement, new staging, and 
new music.” The only holdovers 
from his first production are the 
libretto or synopsis, the set and cos- 
tumes. 

He describes the contrast between 
the two creative processes as the dif- 
ference between “creating on an 
acquaintance versus an old friend,” 
and delights at the advantages of 
creating for his own ballet company. 
“You work with these individuals in 
the studio and you know their 
palette, their strengths.” 

In preparation for Dangerous 
Liasons, this summer Grand-Maitre 
arranged for a one-week intensive 


workshop for his dancers with 
music history classes, acting classes 
with a professor from the University 
of Calgary Department of Drama, 
and a overview of the technical 
aspects of theatre, such as lighting, 
from a technicians point of view 

Drawing on the growth he saw 
his artists go through in collabora- 
tion with Margie Gillis last season, 
Grand-Maitre wanted to challenge 
his dancers to connect their dancing 
to personal interpretation. “Dancers 
can easily hide the soul in the tech- 
nique of dance.” 

Working with an acclaimed 
design team of Martine Bertrand 
(Costumes), Guillame Lord (Set) and 
Pierre Lavoie (Lighting), Grand- 
Maitre has created two juxtaposed 
worlds for his new staging of 
Dangerous Liasons. One world takes 
place upstage with dancers in full 
Louis XIV period costumes bringing 
to life the narrative; the other world 
ancers 
“letting the body speak” and inter- 
pret the emotional state of the corset- 
ed characters.

This production of | Met a Bully oni 
the Hill has proved wildly popular with 
teachers and student, playing 100 per- 
formances over the past year. Lang 
says the work is a valuable resource in 
helping to solve an all too frequent 
problem. “It is an effective play but not 
any kind of panacea. What this does is 
augment existing programs by bringing 
in different voices. Actors bring a dif- 
ferent energy into the school and get 
kids on-side to talk about the issue — 
which is relevant to almost all of them. 
if show can cause one person to 
rethink his or her actions, that's a great 
victory.”

I knew them all. I don’t think AJ 
would have sought people out that 
were not in my collection. I’ve been a 
fan of Sonic Youth since they first 
started. When I heard Calexico—not 
too long before I received a song 
from them—| fell in love with them 
instantly. I love those horns and 
things, they harken back to my early 
hit records. And you could feel the 
influence of my recordings in their 
recordings, which is really, really 
nice. It’s true, that old saying, about 
imitation being the sincerest form of 
flattery. 

I’m not saying this very well. 


I’m picking up what you're laying 
down. How much influence did 
you have on the arrangements? 
For the tracks that were sent to me 
already recorded we didn’t really 
have much say unless something 
needed to be added. 

The Bono song came as a complet- 
ed track, with strings, horns, and 
reeds, but he had asked me to please 
not include his voice in my record. 
But because his voice had leaked 
into most of the microphones, we 
had to eliminate those tracks. So we 
were left with the rhythm tracks, 
and the only rhythm tracks that we 
were okay to use, believe it or not, _ 


was a full orchestra. 

So we added the piano and two 
guitars, and that’s the arrangement 
you hear. 

Each song has a little story like 
that. 


The song “Momma’s Boy” is with 
Thurston Moore. I’m struck by 
your stylistic and vocal choices on 
that track. It’s cool. That song is 
suggestive and a bit creepy. 

[had requested the Indian sounding 
drums; that’s the only request I 
made because I knew Thurston’s 
guitar was going to be incredible. 

Everybody's guessed at the mean- 
ing of the song, and I’ve never asked 
Thurston what it means—I'm not 
sure I want to. I kind of like having 
people guess. 

The guesses have gone from 
Mother Earth speaking to the 
humans, Laura Bush talking to 
George, and an S&M couple—all 
really crazy, wild guesses. It’s fun, 
and I think whatever your imagina- 
tion tells you is really where it 
should go. 

But, | was singing it pretty 
straightforward and my daughter 
said, “Give me a different sound.” 
So I said, “Okay, lets think more 
[Sonic Youth bassist/ vocalist] Kim 
Gordon,” which is that more breathy 
sound. 

We rerecorded it with a breathy, 
spooky feel and that’s the one they 
liked. 


Any plans for some Canadian 
dates? 

[haven't heard a word, but I'd love 
to. [haven't played in Canada since 
the RPM in Toronto almost ten years 
ago. It’s up to the promoters. We 
can’t play when we're not invited 
some place. 


Do you enjoy touring? 
I do very much. As long as there's 
time between cities, because the 
problem for an older woman is that 
you gotta have time for the hair and 
the wardrobe and the makeup. You 
just have to. 

Rock ‘rn roll is really a young per- 
son‘s business. 


Do you think that’s changing at all? 
No. I really, truly don’t, It’s tough to 
get jobs unless you're 25 years old or 
younger. 


Are there any women in your 
music collection that particularly 
stand out? 

I love Casey Chambers, and I love 
Debbie Harry. There are a lot of 
young women that I think are fol- 
lowing the proper path. Pink is 
great, and I love Gwen Stefani. 

For me, most or much of it is 
about attitude. Are they good musi- 
cians and do they have the right atti- 
tude? That makes me enjoy an 
album more than just somebody 
being a good musician. Maybe a bet- 
ter word would be personality. 


Yeah, technical virtuosity doesn’t 


guarantee a song is going to hit you 
in the guts. —

JULES HODGSON HAS SEEN MANY SUB- 
cultural trends come and go during 
his tenure as guitarist for alt-metal 
icons KMFDM. Surveying the extent 
of his band’s industrial music 
empire through the bottom of a 
whiskey glass, he seems quite 
pleased to have weathered the slings 
and arrows of outrageous fortune 
with aplomb. Along with his fellow 
Brits, Raymond Watts (vocals) and 
Andy Selway (drums), Hodgson has 
reveled in bringing his own unique 
sonic sensibilities to KMFDM ’s ever- 
evolving personality. 

“We put the aggression back into 
electronic rock, It had become 
watered down to dance music when 
we infiltrated the industrial scene. 
KMFDM put it more in your face,” 
says Hodgson. 

Long revered for their teeth-rat- 
uling brand of electrified hard rock, 
KMFDM‘s perplexing moniker is an 
acronym for the German phrase 
“Kein Mitleid Fur Die Mehrheit,” 
which translates into English as: “No 
Pity for the Majority.” Functional, 
blunt-edged, and demanding of 
your attention—their name speaks 
for itself, and it can hardly be dis- 
cussed without evoking references 
to the band’s legendary frontman- 










vocalist-keyboardist-percussionist 
and all-around synth-wizard Sascha 
Konietzko. Bound by enduring ties 
of conscience and creativity, he and 
his latest army of bandmates pol- 
ished the bar of a pub with their 
elbows and put their heads together 
and tapped into their collective sense 
of moral outrage and artistic restless- 
ness to come up with the concept 
behind their volatile new album, 
WWII. 

“The events of the past couple of 
years certainly fuelled our last 
record,” says guitarist Jules 
Hodgson, wryly. “A certain individ- 
ual and his cohorts have been acting 
very irresponsibly. Obviously, we 
get a lot of comments via e-mail ask- 
ing if our last album had to be all 
‘Bush bashing.’ But, hey, at least we 
have the balls to say it.” 

While they have never lacked for 
courage, KMFDM is known for 
more than just speaking their 
minds. They have developed a dis- 
tinct visual aesthetic that is now 
inseparable from their musical iden- 
tity. Kaptain K felt an instant affinity 
when he first discovered the vivid 
comic book-style art of Aidan 
Hughues AKA “Brute.” Combining 
sharp archetypical images with 
vivid light and shadow contrasts, 
Brute’s illustrations have become an 
instantly recognizable KMFDM 
trademark. Not only has this part- 
nership developed into a successful 
marketing strategy, it has also 
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relieved these veteran musicians of 
a need to maintain a physical image 
to put forth to the public. According 
to Hodgson, age and experience has 
led them to the conclusion that it’s 
better to meet the audience's expec- 
tations head-on, and letting people 
see who you really are. 

“We don’t hold ourselves aloof 
We're always poking fun at our- 
selves. And that’s how we're going 
to take ourselves into the future 
Very few people in our genre smile 
onstage. We laugh at our mistakes 
We don't try to cultivate the mys- 
tery element, or edit what we do to 
look tiber cool. We're not 16 any- 
more.” 

Dividing critics and splitting 
eardrums for over 20 years, the 
intrepid musical pioneer and creator 
of KMFDM, Kaptain K, has scoured 
the globe in search of outstanding 
talents and sympathetic minds. 
Sweeping up American devil-diva 
Lucia Cifarelli, bassist Bill Rieflin, 
and guitarist Steve White in his dark 
embrace, Konietzko is now poised 
to take his hoard and their battery of 
old and new material on the road. 
Something guitarist Jules Hodgson, 
for one, is more than primed for. 

“We are building up for our 20th 
anniversary tour, [and] we're also 
planning to release a collection rare 
KMFDM songs that we're recorded 
between 1984 an 1986,” says 
Hodgson “It should be quite a treat 
for those diehard fans. Now that 
we've started our own label—it’s 
onward and upwards. Do it proper- 
ly. Do it yourself. It is all part of our 
DIY ethic,” he says, laughing know- 
ingly “It’s that thin veneer of organi- 
zational skills that disguises the 
mess behind!”

task—one that Melissa Auf Der 
Maur has tangled with on numerous 
occasions in her musical career. Yet, 
each time she encounters such a war 
of wills, Auf Der Maur rises from the 
ashes like a flame-haired phoenix, 
reinforcing her position and aug- 
menting her persona with every vic- 
tory. 

Leaving her hometown of 
Montreal and her band Tinker in 
1994, she joined the ranks of 
Courtney Love's vehicle Hole, filling 
the gap created by the drug-related 
death of bass player Kristen Pfaff. 
This role as “stand-in” would be 
revisited in 1998 when friend and 
admirer Billy Corgan of the 
Smashing Pumpkins invited Auf 
Der Maur to take the place of his 
band’s co-founding bassist D'Arcy. 

It was a short, but sweet, engage- 
ment as the Pumpkins dissolved 
soon after recording a pair of 


Queens Of The Stone Age, and pro- 
ducer Chris Goss to bring her 
power-chord pipedreams to reality. 

“Thad a limited budget, so I 
couldn't have 20 people jamming in 
the studio with me. I had quite a 
specific list of songs and artists, and I 
handpicked exactly the right person 
for each song,” she says. “It was easy 
because I knew each of their styles 
very well... It was a real colour by 
numbers affair. 1 was deeply moved 
and inspired that so many good 
friends showed up and were so sup- 
portive of my personal endeavor.” 

Taking time out from her relent- 
less pursuit of the fantastic, Auf Der 
Maur reports that the last year has 
been one of unparalleled artistic 
development. She tried her hand at 
appearing in films and recording 
scores; she collaborated with a 
French band; held several exhibits of 
her photographic work, and had a 
heck of a lot of fun running around 
New York City. According to Auf 
Der Maur, all of these experiences 
inevitably found their way into her 
diaries and, by default, her lyrical 
and tonal forms of self-expression.

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Beat on the Bush 
Antibalas’ political, polyrhythmic 
pounce targets the powers that be

“ALL THE POLITICIANS TALK ABOUT 
America as if it’s one cohesive unit, 
and there’s nothing that could be any 
further from the truth,” says 
Anitbalas Afrobeat Orchestra 
founder and baritone saxophonist 
Martin Perna. “You see all these flags 
around, but really that flag stands for 
very few people in the country, as far 
as the people that actually belong, the 
people that actually have a true stake 
in the fortunes of America. So many 
of us are excluded in one way or 
another, in multiple ways, from really 
enjoying all things that we could 
enjoy in America.” 





Their latest albums title track, 
“Who is This America?,” written by 
singer and percussionist Amayo, thus 
questions whether the states are Teal- 
ly as “united” as their leaders would 
have us believe. “No pluribus 
unum,” sings Amayo, affirming that, 
despite appearances, the dominant 
ideologies at work in the US today 
remain those advanced by a small, 
but extremely wealthy and powerful, 
minority. By exposing the exclusion- 
ary policies that are in place in order 
to keep that minority small—rather 
than to include people of every class, 
creed and colour—Antibalas incites 
its audience to get their neurons firing 
even as they're blowing their lids on 
the dance floor. 

“Js this what the flag stands for?” 
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asks Perna of the discrimination, 
intolerance, and unhindered capital- 
ism that has made America anything 
but the land of the free. “Or does it 
stand for the multinationals that 
make their bases there? Does it stand 
for the people who have inherited 
and try to maintain white privilege 
over the years? Is it for the immigrant 
who's coming now and finding that 
the American dream, if it ever exist- 
ed, doesn’t exist anymore? 

“We're not all walking behind 
George Bush. We don’t agree with 
his views on terrorism. We want to 
see other things. We want to see real 
justice for immigrants. America’s 
been built on the backs of immi- 
grants... You can’t decide to shut the 
door because the people who want to 
come in are too dark.” 

Yet, despite the soul-stirring capac- 
ity of Antibalas’s fusion of jazz, funk, 
afrobeat, Yoruban chant, and all man- 
ner of sounds in between, Perna’s 
optimism has limits. While he hopes 
that the American people will some- 
how manage to reclaim their democ- 
ratic institutions, he sees that as hap- 
pening through community involve- 
ment and sustainable projects that 
teach people to live within their 
means. In any case, Perna certainly 
remains cynical about prospects for 
change in the upcoming US federal 
election, noting that nobody in the 
band wants to see Bush re-elected, 
but neither do many of them believe 
that Democratic candidate John 
Kerry will restore order in the court, 
as it were. 

“| think regardless of who ends up 
winning, America is really going to 
go through a lot more turmoil before 
things get better,” says Perna. 
“Because America, the way it’s oper- 
ating as a whole, is not sustainable. 
All you have to dois flip toa history 
book, even the lamest history book, 
and you'll see that Rome was run- 
ning the same way before it crashed 
and burned. As an empire it couldn’t 
sustain itself. 

“It’s not something | revel in. I was 
born in the States. I make my home 
there. I love it. You know, we're 
afforded so many privileges and pos- 
sibilities. But those privileges don’t 
need to come at somebody else’s 
expense. America, directly or indi- 
rectly, is screwing over too many 
people, in its own country and 
around the world.”

who we Albertans are, though it’s a per- 
ception our politicians would like us to 
accept, preferring we remain docile and 
unquestioning of their activities. 

But, as Maria Dunn's new CD, We

Harry Stranatka, and he had been a 
young man at the time of the Edmonton 
Hunger March in 1932,” she says. “In 
that lecture, | heard someone talk about 
being a nine-year-old child and how they 
had never before heard the sound of a 
police billy club hitting someone on the 
head.” 

She adds that if, in this province, exer- 
cising her democratic right to peaceful 
protest means being labeled a trouble- 
maker, she willfully and happily accepts 
that moniker.

How an Amercian made a Canadian 
invention into a household staple 


FROM STOCKHAUSEN TO BRIAN WILSON 
to Kraftwerk: with the Moog synthe- 
sizer, pop music changed the way it 
worked with sound in the ‘70s 
Although the voltage-controlled 
synthesizer is, as every schoolchild 
no doubt knows, a Canadian inven- 
tion, it’s American Robert Moog 
who's generally considered the 
father of the first commercially avail- 
able music synthesizer. Now, as 
Moog’s synth turns 40, it’s once 
again considered “en vogue.” 

Fifty years have passed since Bob 
Moog, then a young physics student 
at Cornell University, founded a 
company aimed at developing elec- 
tronic instruments for “contempo- 
rary music.” Ten years later, in 1964, 
Moog unveiled the instrument with 



















which he would be forever associat- 
ed; Moog’s synthesizer brought 
about an acoustic as well as an 
iconographic revolution 

Its meandering timbres have filled 
Karlheinz Stockhausen’s studio for 
experimental music, the dance floors 
of the Disco era, and, later, raves and 
House parties. It has affected mod- 
em music in a way Bob Moog hard- 
ly could've anticipated—the incredi- 
ble sounds emanating from his box 
changed the sound of pop music, 
not to mention the way pop music is 
produced.

previously unheard otherworldli- 
ness—a place that, at least initially, 
not everyone could afford to reach. 
Long before its digital copycats 
arrived, the original Moog synth 
was an elitist machine; in 1964 it 
equaled a loaded Mercedes limo in 
price and demanded musical and 
technical skill on a level that no other 
contemporary popu lar instrument 
did. 

After ten years of making 
Theremins, providing unearthly 
sounds for science fiction movies 
and avant-garde musicians, Bob 
Moog met experimental composer 
Herbert Deutsch, whose search for 
electronic sounds inspired Bob to 
create the first Moog Modular. 
Though Bob merely took the project 
on for fun, the response was imme- 
diate when he unveiled the instru- 
ment at the Audio Engineering 
Society Convention in October 1964, 
and Bob started taking orders on the 
spot. 

By the time he earned his gradu- 
ate degree (PhD in Engineering 
Physics) in the summer of 1965, the 
R. A. Moog Co. had delivered sever- 
al modular synthesizer systems— 
mostly to academic and experimen- 
tal composers. Only a few years later 
did public awareness of Moog syn- 
thesizers leap ahead, thanks to the 
nimble fingers of Wendy Carlos; her 
renowned Switched-On Bach album 
was released at the end of 1968, 
achieving immediate success and 
selling well over a million copies. 

The Rolling Stones also acquired 
one of these early wardrobe-sized 
Moogs. Unable to fuse its new, alien 
sound with their established rhythm 
‘n’ blues knock-off, though, they 
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soon sent the sound- 
machine back to its devel- 
oper. Keith Richards 
would never become a 
Keith Emerson. Emerson 
however, soon rose to 
the rank of the very first 
Moog pop star. With the 
Emerson, Lake & 
Palmer trio, he estab- 
lished a new breed of 
rock musician: the hero- 
ic commander of the 
musical machine room, 
Four virtuoso blokes 
from Dusseldorf, 
Kraftwerk, soon 
reduced this hippie- 
rock ecstasy to an ele- 
gant touch of a button 
with their 23-minute 
ride on the Autobahn. 
In the context of 
Kraftwerk’s stoic and 
highly symbolic perfor- 
mance, the pop musician mutated 
from a labourer to an office clerk, For 
this transformation, Moog’s gadget 
was as essential as IBM’s machines 
were for the revolution of working 
conditions outside of the pop culture 
industry. The industrial age found 
its very own voice not in the electric 
guitar storm of hard rock, but in the 
oscillating sounds of the synth— 
with a Giorgio Moroder or early 
Depeche Mode and their countless 
clones providing the soundtrack. 


IN VOGUE, AGAIN 
In 1970, Bob Moog had fashioned 
himself a completely new toy: the 
Minimoog, which became the blue- 
print for all later synthesizer models. 
If the bulky Ur-Moog of 1964 was a 
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pure 
studio instrument that merely hap- 
pened to end up on the stages of 
people like Emerson or the Berlin 
Krautrocker Klaus Schulze—who 
were adroit to the original intentions 
of its inventor—the Minimoog was 
smaller than a Rhodes piano or a 
Hammond organ. 

Together with the polyphonic 
Polymoog introduced in 1972, the 
Minimoog—a compact performance 
synthesiser that enabled key- 
boardists to take the technology of 
earlier, bulky, Moog modules on the 
road—represented the avant-garde 
of technological development that 
would enrich the instrument inven- 
tory of the ‘70s.

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Orso it was until the microproces- 
sor controlled synthesizer arrived in 
the late ‘70s and early ‘80s and altered 
what once was a timbre-oriented tech- 
nology into, in Bob's own words, “a 
glorified organ technology.” These 
new digital, MIDI controlled instru- 
ments were aimed less at controlling 
the shape and sound of each individ- 
ual note than at achieving quick 
results—they swamped the market, 
and Bob moved on. 

He left Moog Music to develop and 
build new electronic musical instru- 
ments with novel player interfaces 
and, by 1986, production of Moog key- 
boards had ceased entirely as the new 
digital synths made Moog’s analog 
sound boxes look even older than Leo 
Fenders’ electric guitars. 

Old enough, in fact, fora wave of 
nostalgia to resurrect them shortly 
before the tur of the century and, once 


again, tum it onto the staple of a retro- 
tinged pop. This, in tum, inspired Bob 
to resurrect his namesake analogue 
synth in 2002 for a new generation of 
players under the guise of the 
Minimoog Voyager. 

While periodically relegated to the 
scrap heap of pop, the Moog synthe- 
sizer, with its mythical warm timbres 
and the quality of its solid construction, 
has once again become a desirable 
icon, a measure of cool, and most sig- 
nificantly, a symbol of groundbreaking 
pop music—functioning as a continual 
modulation of familiar sounds, a per- 
manent filter on the sonic landscape.

THE SYNTHESIZER: 
A CANADIAN INSTRUMENT 


THE VERY FIRST PRACTICAL SYNTHESIZ- 
er, equipped with a keyboard and all 
the other knobs and sliders now com- 
monly associated with it, was invent- 
ed right here, in Canada. 

The inventor of this thoroughly 
modern instrument was Hugh Le 


Caine, a Port Arthur physicist, instru- 
ment inventor, and electronic music 
enthusiast. In 1945, Le Caine designed 
and constructed the Electronic 
Sackbut—an electronic keyboard 
instrument now widely recognized as 
the first voltage-controlled synthesiz- 


er. 

In addition to the synth, Le Caine 
invented scores of other instruments 
and devices, ranging from the poly- 
phonic touch sensitive electric organ 
to the variable speed multi-track tape 
recorder. He also composed unique 
pieces that helped popularize elec- 
tronic music. Not that Hugh himself 
sought to replace traditional instru- 
ments with machines; as he pointed 
out in 1966, he felt that “What a com- 
poser of electronic music needs most 
is not an understanding of the appara- 
tus, but a new understanding of 
sound.”

IT MIGHT BE A BIT OF AN EXAGGERA- 
tion to call Tommy Stinson “the essence 
of rock 'n’ roll,” as producer Jim 
Dickinson did a few years back—but not 
by much. God knows he’s held to the 
essential truths of the music since he 
was barely a teenager, when he was 
thrown a bass by brother Bob and 
strong-armed into joining the 
Replacements. Stinson likes to play it 
loud, hard, and fast, and there's nary a 
trace of irony to his pose; he’s the quin- 
tessential rocker right out of the Johnny 
Thunders/Keith Richard lineage, with a 
soupcon of primary template Paul 
Westerberg thrown in for good measure. 
He's got the hair, the suit, and the 
stance, impeccable melodic instincts 
and a damn fine musician to boot. That 
might be why he's practically doomed to 
cult success, pulled out of the “ain't it a 
crying shame" pile for occasional dust- 
ing off, and held up as a stalwart warrior 
for the cause. 

Kind of like what we're doing here, 
and exactly what Ryko is doing with 
Once, Twice. Slated for release after he 
broke up Bash and Pop; (who threw one 
great album, Friday Night is Killing Me, 
into the void a few years before), the 
album was held back in the wake of an A 
& M label reshuffling in 1993. Stinson 
disappeared into the black hole that 
was/is Guns 'n’ Roses, and Perfect disin- 
tegrated: end of story. But there are 
forces of decency at work in the uni- 
verse; somebody at Ryko, after finding 
Once, Twice as just another junked pro- 
ject showing up in a recent acquisition, 
knew the album had to be released. Had 
to be, if only to redress at least one 
injustice in the world of slimy record 
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company politics. And so it was; but is 
the record still bound for sale bins 
everywhere? Will rock critics drop off 
their copies in used record stores after 
desultory first listens? 

Of course, but that shouldn't stop us 
rejoicing in the simple fact of it’s exis- 
tence, in the one-two opening punch of 
“Better Days” and “Turn It Up,” the how! 
of Stinson’s raspy voice, the slash of 
woozy guitars locked in some barbaric 
worship of Keef/Woods interplay. It's a 
great little record, full of ragged, heartfelt 
songs and a whole lot of the same 
breathless spirit that once drew you to 
rock music in the first place. It won't 
change the face pop music, but it cer- 
tainly serves as a reminder for those dis- 
affected with where it is and where it 
might be going; as for me, | know I'm 
not giving up my copy for anything.

Wolf Eyes are highly conceptual, in the 
sense that their vision is totally unaffected 
and focused—which isn’t to say that 
there isn't a sense of humour amidst the 
harsh dissonance and oblivion, and with 
song titles like “Urine Burn” and “Village 
Oblivia” there had better be. The 
approaches to the songs are dissimilar 
enough to ensure that the noise-scapes 
stand individually, and avoid bleeding 
together. Highlights are “Stabbed in the 
Face” and “Rattlesnake Shake”, though 
really all the songs prove interesting, 
mood allowing. And as always with Wolf 
Eyes, the artwork is fantastic: melting 
skulls and sketched out ravens. 

Bumed Mind is a great album, no 
question. But it is very difficult music, so 
much so that it often doesn’t resemble 
music at all. But if you've ever caught 
yourself focusing on the hum of a dryer, 
the pulse of a drill, or static in between 
radio stations, then this is an album 
worth exploring.

You Fail Me

“YOU FAIL ME” OPENS WITH A HAUNT- 
ing lone guitar, drenched in reverb and 
reminiscent of Ennio Morricone’s 
spaghetti western soundtrack work. As 
the echo subsides, the band launches into 
“Last Light,” and silences any doubt of 
whether the album could measure up to 
2001’s Jane Doe. Consistently equaling, 
but never quite besting that previous 
effort, You Fail Me contains some of the 
band’s best work to date. 

Technically proficient and brutally 
intense has long been the method for 
Converge, with Jacob Bannon’s animalis- 
tic howling leading the catharsis. On You 
Fail Me the band has adopted a new arse- 





nal to work with. Acoustic guitars, cleaner 
singing, and sparser arrangements all 
find their way onto the album, never 
sounding forced. Down to just one gui- 
tarist, many of the claustrophobic atmos- 
pheres of Jane Doe are stripped down 
here to allow for more dynamic interplay 
within the band. God City Studios (gui- 
tarist and principle songwriter Kurt 
Ballou’s recording set-up) has once again 
proven to be instrumental to the band’s 
development, with a rich and dirty tape 
sound capturing the chaos perfectly. 

The lyrics read as one continuous 
poem or letter, and though occasionally 
leaning towards the bitter side of things 
(“you are nothing more than a fading 
drama queen”) Bannon’s use of 
metaphor (“I need you to be the strength 
of widows and soul survivors”) can be 
powerful. It’s amazing to hear the emo- 
tions the band can conjure from music 
that is generally perceived as angry and 
inarticulate. Sorrow, redemption, loss, 
and love exist throughout You Fail Me, 
and the band conveys these themes sin- 
cerely with precision and passion.

DANCE, IN MANY OF ITS FORMS, IS 
often overwrought with sexual politics. 
And this is why The Faint has excelled as 
an underground dance band: the inher- 
ent tensions are extracted from the 
social act and verbalized in a lyrical con- 
text, providing extra listener incentive for 
those of us who resemble a frog ina 
blender on the dance floor. 

Following up on 2001's ambitious 
synth assault, Danse Macabre, Saddle 
Creek's (arguably) most distinctive band — 
makes a more nuanced turn on Wet 
From Birth. The guitars make a return, 
jockeying for position with synth and 
bass, but most notably, entire string 
sections on songs like the Azure Ray- 
backed “Southern Belles In London 
Sing” and “Desperate Guys”. On the 
subdued “Phone Call,” one.can even 
hear the band slip into.a surprisingly 
dubby reggae moment. 

Does the new approach work? For 
the most part, yes. Most songs are filled 
with richness both structurally and lyri- 
cally; themes of sexual attraction, forni- 
cation, shyness, dissatisfaction, and 
loathing are given the club beat they so 
richly deserve. Some of the best 
moments happen early on: the overac- 
tive imagination of “Desperate Guys” 
and the acid-tongued back-and-forth of 
“How Could | Forget?” (“Introverted 
boy/ you are not interesting, boy/ you 
think you're intellectual/ but no one’s 
talking to you now... | might be an intro- 
vert to you/ the shallow fashionista...”). 
Two songs, however, split apart an oth- 
erwise fantastic album: 1) “Erection”"— 
Three minutes of joyless, smug delivery 
is the sacrifice for the lesson that getting 
a hard one in public can be uncontrol- 
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lable and embarrassing. Good luck get- 
ting it up for this one. 2) “Birth"—A 
graphic first-person account of procre- 
ation, as told by a sperm, from ejacula- 
tion to conception to C-section. The 
beat’s fairly good on that one, though, 
so | wonder how long bodies will writhe 
to it on the dance floor before the 
imagery becomes too much to take.

SISTER DUO TEGAN AND SARA ARE 
arguably the second hottest commodity 
to ever come out of Calgary (the first 
being 24s Elisha Cuthbert, of course). 
With their special brand of folk-rock

upward trajectory—i.e. opening for 
Ryan Adams, Ben Folds, Hot Hot Heat, 
and Neil Young—the girls are back with 
their third album, So Jealous, giving us 
14 offerings of angst executed with 
impeccable style. 

In an age where pop stars like Avril 
Lavigne, Ashlee Simpson, Skye

THERE’S A MOMENT ON 70—THE NEW 
DVD from Stomp that epitomizes the 
ten-year progression of Canadian ska- 
pop superstars The Planet Smashers— 
that perfectly captures the live essence 
of the Montreal five-piece. The year is 
1998, and the group is performing to an 
overflowing hometown hall of writhing, 
bouncing, pushing and skanking mop- 
haired kids and mod hipsters. Singer 
Matt Collyer, grinning ear-to-ear, launch- 
es into a twitchy and infectious version 
of “Pierce Me,” and it doesn’t take long 
for half the crowd to storm the stage in 
force, obscuring the band in a huge 
dancing mob until one by one the crowd 
is ushered off the stage by the dour- 
faced security staff. If there's one thing 
to be said about the Planet Smashers, 
it's that they have a damn good time, 
and probably won't let you get away 
without having one, too. 

10is a great snapshot of the 
Smashers’ evolution from tartan pants- 
wearing Montreal scenesters to sharply 
dressed national ska icons. There is 
likely a lot of footage presented here that 
would embarrass many bands: video of 
the band’s fifth live performance, awk- 
ward MusiquePlus interviews, and a 
downright embarrassing music video for 
1997's “My Decision,” in which it’s hard 
to tell if Collyer's squeegee kid attire is a 
costume or indicative of his actual 
hygiene at the time. But no bother, the 
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Smashers lay it all on the table, both 
good and bad. From the pure eye candy 
of “Explosive” to the passionate crowd 
response at a performance in Japan, 70 
is a lot like having sex while sick with the 
flu: infectious and feverishly fun.

FOLLOWING 2002'S GRAMMY-NOMI- 
nated Walking With Thee, four guys in 
hospital gear bring us their newest effort 
in Winchester Cathedral, an album that 
sounds more like an expansion pack 
than a full-on sequel. The song structure 
has barely shifted from their expected 
format—only a couple of tracks impress 
one with innovative sequencing. And 


yeah, every song has clarinet and the 
lyrics are still esoteric (“Ooooh, evening 
news/ Why'd you wave to me so 
proud?”), but the main difference with 
Clinic is their new sense of restraint. If 
their /nternal Wrangler EP portrayed 
them as homeless kids playing perfectly 
jagged math rock in a stranger's garage, 
WC has them rocking their loft inbe- 
tween umbrella drinks. Thus, it sounds 
like tolerable Coldplay or The Bends-era 
Radiohead. The standout songs spill 
across the spectrum of British rock, 
from the post-tribal, undulating train car 
rhythm of “Anne” to the Egyptian flute, 
snarling guitar, and crushing hi-hat 
stomp of “The Magician”.

CULINARY ICONOCLAST ANTHONY 
Bourdain says, in his book Kitchen 
Confidential, you should always 
judge a restaurant by the quality of 
its bathrooms. If the bathrooms are 
nasty, and that’s the part of the 
premises they let you see, he avers, 
imagine what the kitchen must look 
like. 

Let me just say that the bathrooms 
at Shogun are quite clean, but you 
would be forgiven for thinking that 
you were in the 
washroom of an 
elementary school 
circa 1975—cus- 
tard coloured 
walls and brown 
tile, stall doors 
scratched with 
painted-over, 
illegible graffiti, 
Formica counter- 
tops, one tap that 
won't stop run- 
ning, and a drop 
ceiling that looks 
ready to finish 
dropping. 

The rest of 
Shogun, however, 
has aged far bet- 
ter. The venerable 
sushi/teppan 
restaurant has 
been in its present 
location for over 
20 years, and 
while the area in 
front of the sushi 
bar has the look of 
recent renos about it, the capacious 
back area, which features tables with 
teppan grills where the chef cooks 
the meal before your very eyes, 
bespeaks a long history of giving the 
japanese food-eating public what 
they want, It’s.a veritable maze of 

joors, screens, dividers and tatame 
rooms, not to mention the anom- 
alous bathrooms, with gently audible 
exhaust fans humming in the back- 
ground. 

Monday night at the Shogun was 
pretty quiet—maybe because folks in 
the know wait for Tuesday, when 
individual orders of sushi are 50 per 
cent off—and seclusion in a tatame 
room made it easy to believe there 
was no one else in the restaurant. 
Once de-shoed and seated, my co- 
diner and I started negotiating a 
shared repast. She vetoed the squid 
dishes and I pronounced my lack of 
interest in tofu kara-age. But after 


that, it wasn’t too hard tragree on 
things, 


rams *\- 


First up, miso of course, the ma 
cal bean-paste soup that comme! 
any decent Japanese meal, Shogun 
gives you a sizable portion for $1.75, 
loaded with diced tofu and squares 
of wakame—a chewy, dark green 
sea vegetable—and flavoured with 
green onions. 

Next to arrive, the beef sashimi 
($13.95), also called beef tataki in 
some quarters. Shogun’s premium 

ion featured prime Alberta beef 
grilled briefly on both sides, then 
sliced thin and served in a pool of 
pungent ponzu sauce (soy sauce, 
lemon juice, rice wine, by the taste of 
it) with marinat- 
ed wh 
onions, green 
onions, 
wakame, anda 
fiery red relish 
made of grated 
diakon and hot 
spices. The 


ly melted, or 

maybe that was 
my tongue get- 
ting heat stroke 


Neither my 
co-diner nor I 
had ever tasted 
anything like 
the tofu salad 
($5.50), which 
was more or 
less what its 
name indicates. 
Cubes of cold tofu are tossed with 
lettuce and celery greens, cucumber 
and tomato slices, white and green 
onions, and seaweed, then topped 
with a sesame vinaigrette liberally 
dosed with sautéed ginger and what 
could have been shallots. A real 
palate cleanser this, especially after a 
mouthful of spicy beef. 

Avocado maki ($8.95) seems to be 
a staple of most sushi menus, but it’s 
interesting to observe the variants 
available. Shogun’s was filled with 
fish roe, cucumber and tempura 
prawns that were fresh from deep- 
frying, and the exterior avocado was 
soft and creamy. My only wish was 
that this dish had arrived earlier in 
the meal, so I could have got at it 
before I burned my tongue on the 
green tea. 

A lot of people would have a hard 
time discerning between quality of 
sushi between one Japanese restau- 
rant and another, but I was in the 
presence of a diner whose palate is 


rather refined when it comes to 
sushi. She proclaimed the salmon 
and tuna sushi ($3.90 for a two-piece 
order of each) to be the best sushi 
she'd had in some time—fresh, 
ore rtly cut and epee por- 
its fishy 

e rich seam 
of wasabi that would open even the 
most stubborn nasal passages. 

I may not be the aficianado (a- 
fishy-nado—¢get it?) she is, but the 
salmon was so buttery and tooth- 
some, I put off swallowing it for as 
long as I could until it ] was sure it 
had circulated through ever corner of 
my mouth.

Then my partner developed gout. 
Gout is an arthritis-like disease where 
uric acid forms crystals in the carti- 
lage of your joints, which get painfully 
inflamed and swollen. Sometimes it ~ 
will even flare up all by itself, or after 
drinking alcohol. He’s been hobbled 
by it for weeks at a time, needing 
crutches just to get around. And he’s 
only 29! 

Ever since he was diagnosed, 
we've been terrified to make a bad 
situation worse, and have stopped the 
piss drinking entirely. Urine contains 
a lot of uric acid (of course) and | 
worry that it is partly my fault that he 
developed gout! Since you've been 
extolling the safety of piss drinking, 
and potentially tempting your readers 
to try it for themselves, is there any 
chance that it could cause or exacer- 
bate gout? I’ve looked online for med- 
ical information, but I’ve never seen 
anything about this at all. 

We are both totally bummed that 
one of the few kinks we could share 
and enjoy has been taken away from 
us. Is there anything we can do? Is 
even a little additional uric acid in his 
diet going to make his gout worse? 
Please ask your doctor friend before 
anyone else winds up with this chron- 
ic disease! 

Must Our Urine Sharing End? 


I'm afraid the urine sharing must end. 

But before we get to my doctor 
friend's advice, MOUSE, | have a bone 
to pick with you: | have not been 
“extolling the safety of piss drinking.” | 
have not gone out of my way to pro- 
mote the practice, or to popularize it. 
My recent controversial mention of the 
practice merely pointed out that com- 
pared to eating shit, getting into piss— 
splashing it over your skin or sipping 
from the source—is very nearly harm- 
less. | certainly didn’t encourage people 
to drink large quantities of piss or to 
take up the practice. Like all other sexu- 
al practices, drinking piss carries some 
degree of risk—and one of the risks, as 
it turns out, may very well be gout. 

“No one really knows what causes * 
gout,” says my doctor friend, Barak 
Gaster of the University of : 
Washington's Department of Medicine. 
“The higher that uric acid levels are in 
the blood, the higher the chance that 
someone will have gout, but we don’t 
really understand why one person with 
a slightly high uric acid level gets gout 
but another with the same slightly ele- 
vated uric acid level does not.” Doctors 
believe that there must be some genetic 
factors because gout is much more 
common in men than women, MOUSE, 
so you may not be entirely to blame. 
It's possible that your boyfriend would 
have developed gout pHi ig wasn't 
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gers.” Such as? “Common triggers are 
alcohol and dehydration or eating large 
quantities of meat such as liver.” And? 
“Drinking large amounts of urine also 
could bring on an attack. Since urine is 
made up of stuff the body wants to get 
rid of, drinking very large quantities 
could be bad for you and should defi- 
nitely be avoided in people who have 
gout.”
